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IN THE CLAIMS 

1. (Currently Amended) A method for transmitting a cod e to a user by m e ans of a cod e 
allocation unit, comprising the following st e ps : 

receiving the user transmits his or h e r financial account identifier information of a user at 
a to th e code allocation unit; 

generating an access code for the user, the access code being to identify the user to a 
business entity; and 

from the code allocation unit, effecting a value transfer transfers an amount of money to 
utilizing the financial account identifier information a financial institution sp e cified by the us e r 
and/or transfers an amount of money from the financial institution ^,]] 

identifier information and the access code , the access code being reflected in an amount 
of value associated with the value transfer so as to be transmitted to the user together with a s 
additional information with this transf e r and/or this d e bit; and 

the financial institution forwards a receipt for the value transfe r and/or debit tog e th e r 
with th e additional information to the user . 



2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim L wherein the value transfer is a money 
withdrawal transaction wherein, prior to th e financial institution executing th e transf e r and/or 
debit, a v e rification unit of th e financial institution v e rifi e s th e transf e r and/or debit data 
submitt e d by th e allocation unit as to wh e th e r they can b e assigned to a valid account of th e us e r, 
and, in th e cas e of a positiv e verification, the financial institution ex e cutes the transf e r and/or 
debit initiated by the allocation unit . 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[2]] 1, wherein the generated access code is 
equal to the amount of money associated with the value transfe r , in the case of a negative 
verification by th e v e rification unit, this result is transmitt e d to th e allocation unit by-the 
verification unit . 
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4. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim [[2]] 1, wherein the value transfer 
is a money deposit transaction 

tho user furth e rmor e transmits id e ntification data to the code allocation unit;_th e cod e 
allocation unit submits the id e ntification data tog e ther with the account id e ntifi e r information 
wh e n initiating th e transfer and/or debit; and 

tho verification unit v e rifies th e identification data in combination with th e account 
id e ntifi e r information . 

5. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim [[4]] I, wherein the transmission 
effecting of the value transfer of tho identification data and/or financial account identifier 
information of th e user and/or tho valu e transfer and/or d e bit ar e is boing effected by a remote 
data connection. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein in th e transmission of 
the access code transf e r or debit transaction r e c e ipt with th e additional information is to be 
transmitted to the user eff e cted by one or more of a remote data connection an d'or by an account 
balance statement printer. 

7. (Original) The method according to claim 6, wherein the remote data connection is a 
computer network or an automated telephone interface. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein: 
the access code consists of comprises at least two partial codes; and 

[[one]] a first partial code from the at least two partial codes is to be b e ing transmitted to 
the user together with the receipt for the value transfer as additional information with th e transf e r 
and/or d e bit and another a second partial code from the at least two partial codes is to be b e ing 
transmitted by an alt e rnat e alternative method to the user. 
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9. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim [[4]] 1, whereki-further comprising 
receiving the identification data of the user at the code allocation unit compris e at least th e us e r's 
full nam e. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the financial account 
identifier information referring to the financial institution comprises at least one of a group 
including: 

data associated with a [[the]] bank account number; and/er 
data associated with a credit card number of the user and/or th e nam e or bank cod e 
numb e r of th e financial institution or th e credit card company . 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , further comprising receiving the 
receipt for the value transfer at characterized in that the financial institution also forwards a 
receipt for the transf e r and/or debit to the allocation unit. 

12. (New) A system comprising: 
a code allocation unit to: 

receive financial account identifier information of a user; 

generate an access code for the user, the access code being to identify the user to a 
business entity; and 

effect a value transfer utilizing the financial account identifier information and the 
access code, the access code being reflected in an amount of value associated with the 
value transfer so as to be transmitted to the user together with a receipt for the value 
transfer. 

13. (New) The system of claim 12, wherein the value transfer is a money withdrawal 
transaction. 

14. (New) The system of claim 12, wherein the access code is reflected in an amount of 
money associated with the value transfer. 
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15. (New) The system according to claim 12, wherein the value transfer is a money deposit. 

16. (New) The system according to claim 12, wherein the code allocation unit is to effect the 
value transfer by a remote data connection. 

17. (New) The system according to claim 12, wherein the access code is to be transmitted to 
the user by one or more of a remote data connection and an account balance statement printer. 

18. (New) The system according to claim 17, wherein the remote data connection is a 
computer network or an automated telephone interface. 

19. (New) The system according to claim 12, wherein: 

the access code comprises at least two partial codes; and 

a first partial code from the at least two partial codes is to be transmitted to the user 
together with the receipt for the value transfer and a second partial code from the at least two 
partial codes is to be transmitted by an alternative method to the user. 

20. (New) The system according to claim 12, wherein the code allocation unit is to receive 
identification data of the user. 

21 . (New) The system according to claim 12, wherein the financial account identifier 
information comprises at least one of a group including: 

data associated with a bank account number; and 
data associated with a credit card number of the user. 

22. (New) The system according to claim 12, wherein the code allocation unit is to receive 
the receipt for the value transfer.
